defended the republic against the re­ 
actionists*. The premier, M. Dupuy. re­ 
lined. saying that he realized that Sun­ 
day was a fete day for all republicans. 
He realized that there had been few 
incidents and that the only instructions 
to the police were 
to maintain order. 
The government, he continued, had or­ 
dered ail inquiry for the responsibility 
of the affair at tin* Pavilion d’Arme- 
nonville and the Rue Montmartre.

the same time, the premier pointed out, 
the government acknowledged the ser­ 
vices of the 
police, adding 
that tho 
maintenance of the 
government was 
impossible without public order.

tion ( f tho city, with the residence por­ 
tions immediately to 
the south and 
north, were razed to the ground. 
The 
destruction was 
sudden and 
complete. 
A furrow eighty or a hun­ 
dred yards wide was literally plowed 
through the town from southwest to 
northeast, its greatest extension, and 
not one stick or stone was left upon 
another. 
Happy homes and prosper­ 
ous business establishments were piled 
in 
promiscuous 
confusion. 
Frame 
structures were 
reduced to kindling 
wood and brick buildings were dashed 
In upon themselves 
in 
utter ruin. 
Sturdy 
stone 
blocks 
with 
massive 
walls offered 110 apparent resistance to 
the 
irresistable fury of 
the storm. 
Huge trees were uprooted or broken, 
stripped of 
their 
foliage, bark and 
branches and 
twisted 
into fantastic 
shapes. 
And in this wreck of human handi­ 
work it could not lie expected that hu­ 
man life would In* spared. The mourn­ 
ful roll of death is growing rapidly. 
It 
has reaeh.ed nlnu st the hundred mark 
already, and no conservative estimate 
places it below that number. 
Ii may 
be half as many more, and there are 
those who think that it will reach well 
up to the two hundred when the con­ 
fusion that now exists is reduced to a 
semblance of order. 
The loss of life among the residents 
of the city proper is probably already 
established with reasonable definite* 
liess.

It was “circus day” in New IUch- 
mond. 
Gollniar B r o t h e r s had set up 
their tents on the east side o f the town, 
and 
tin* wind* surrounding country 
was

result was that 
there was an unusually large number 
of people in town. 
The day had been 
warm and 
sultry. 
The 
atmosphere 
was close and oppressive and the sky 
w a s heavily overcast with scurrying 
clouds. 
It was readily understood that 
a storm was approaching, and many of 
the 
townspeople 
hastened 
to 
their 
homes to make secure in advance of 
tin* rain. 
The tirst flurry of rain preceded the 
wind, and till the while the cl uds over 
in tie* south were assuming a con­

Ascending Ihe hill toward the \\ ; - 
cousin Central tracks, upon the north 
ern limits of

Stanton, but no further serious <1 mi 
age was done within tin* i d us • f com 
munieation from New Richmond. 
It 
appeared i<» dissipate

The passage of the cyclone proper 
was followed by n toiient it ral 11 that 
was fairly caiaclysmal. and tin* sur­ 
vivors who crept out from the ruins 
were buffeted 
by a furious gale of 
wind, which continued for sonic time. 
Tho city was almost in absolute dark 
ness for a time. 
Bewildered and help­ 
less citizens were slow in organizing 
relief measures. 
Those who wen* for­ 
tunate enough to escape from tin* de­ 
stroyed buildings and who knew of 
others still imprisoned alive or dead 
beneath the wreck endeavored in I 11it 
groups to tear aw ay the debris. 
Many 
rescues’ were effected, but in too many 
other instances relief seemed impossi­ 
ble. 
The very enormity of

lamity seemed to paralyze effort.

To add to the sum total of misery, 
tire broke out almost immediately, pre 
sumably in the ruins o f tlu* hardware 
store of O. J. Williams.

While so much attention is devoted 
at this time by the officials of the gov­ 
ernment in commendation of the rapid 
strides of the export trade of the Cnited 
States, not enough credit 
has 
been 
given to one branch of tin* federal ser | 
vice which has contributed much 
to 
bring about the excellent result.-. That 
there has been a marked improvement 
in the consular service of the United 
States within the past two or three 


5 cars is generally recognized, not only 
!>\ observing Americans, hut b> repre­ 
sentative foreigners. 
It is safe to say, 
from a careful analysis of 
the work 
done by the consular agents and repre­ 
sentatives of this government abroad 
during the past few years, that to no 
other one cause is due so much that Is 
gratifying to the American people in 
the growth of their foreign trade. 
For many years the exporters of this 
country were at the great disadvantage 
of supposing that no trade could bo 
worked up for the producers of this 
country In foreign markets because, as 
was assumed, all foreign countries pro­ 
duce goods ar lower cost than do the 
people of this country. 
While this is 
true to some extent, and upon certain 
lines of goods into which labor extends 
very largely. It has been shown within 
the past few years that the machinery 
methods of the producers and fabrica­ 
tors in the United States have pro­ 
duced many lines of goods which are 
not only made at less cost, but are of a 
character that cannot be readily iral- 


workings of the United Stater, consular 
-ervic *. 
Repeated attention Is called 
to the valuable service*, rendered 
by 
American representatives abroad 
In 
introducing and aiding in m a y ways 
'he extension of American-made goods 
to foreign lands. 
Much valuable in ­ 
formation has ( onio to the state depart­ 
ment on this subject since the negotia­ 
tions were opened for reciprocal trade 
relations between the 
United 
States 
and foreign countries under the sec­ 
tions of the Dingley tariff. 
The G e r­ 
man 
government 
is 
moving 
with 
promptness and skill to improve the 
consular service of that country. The 
British authorities are having their at 
tention called rather sharply to the do- 
fieiencics 
In 
their consular service, 
compared with that 
of 
the 
United 
States. 
Some interesting comparisons 
lmve recently b e e n made by British 
writers upon tin* work of the service 
of the two countries. So much has been 
said that the English and Scotch m a n ­ 
ufacturers 
are 
demanding improve­ 
ments in the British service. 
It Is 
shown by recent statements that the 
British service is inadequate*. Ihat the 
reports conveyed by the government’s 
representatives 
in 
other 
lands 
are 
wanting in technical Information and 
details which are so serviceable to the 
home exporters who desire to place 
their wares in new 
markets. 
It Is 
claimed that the greater part of the 
reports made by British consuls 
Is 
made up of complaints about the te n ­ 
dency* of the British exporters to cling 
to their own ways 
of 
doing, rather 
than furnishing to the home producers 
the information which it Is supposed 
they require In order to make them 
bettor prepared to capture distant m a r­ 
kets. 
In connection with these criticisms 
of British consular methods the a u ­ 
thorities In that country do not hesi­ 
tate to compliment In very high terms 
the service rendered by American c o n - 


tated by foreign producers. These facts 
have been demonstrated in the rapidly 
growing export trade of this country. 
It is shown that on certain lines of 
goods we can undersell the foreigners, 
and th at we produce lines that find a 
ready m arket in distant lands—a m ar­ 
ket th at is absorbing Increased quan­ 
tities of American goods. 
Another drawback 
to 
the 
export 
trade of this country was the difficulty 
our producers found 
in 
introducing 
their commodities into foreign markets. 
Having so long given almost exclusive 
attention to the domestic market, tin* 
home producer^ were not prepared to 
extend their markets and to meet the 
peculiar competition of the foreigners, 
who, from long experience in that di­ 
rection, had learned to cater 
to 
the 
wants of consumers in distant lands. 
The American exporters 
have 
found 
difficulty in learning the wants of the 
foreigners, and in presenting products 
in a manner taking to the foreigners, 
not only in respect to the character of 
the goods exported, but In the manner 
of packing and delivery. 
It is in these 
directions 
that 
the 
American exporters have 
been 
given 
valuable aid by the improved consular 
service of the United States. 
In almost 
every country there is now stationed 
one or more consuls of this government 
—officials who are not only interested 
in caring for the purely administrative 
business of their respective offices, so 
far as such administration relates to 
the interests of the United States gov­ 
ernment proper, but the; e agents are 
rendering important and valuable ser­ 
vice in finding markets for American 
products. 
The consular reports 
from 
many countries attest the activity and 
intelligence of our consuls in striving 
to learn the wants of the people among 
whom the agents are stationed, and to 
keep the producers of this country in­ 
formed as to the best methods for ex­ 
tending trade 
among 
those 
people. 
American 
manufacturers 
who 
are 
bidding for export trade can do no bet­ 
ter than make a close study of the re­ 
ports from the consular agents of the 
United States, not only in the South 
American republics, but on the E u ­ 
ropean continent and Great 
Britain. 
The 
manufacturers of this country 
know’ full well how meaningless is the 
constant clatter of the free-trade doc­ 
trinaires about the “ inability of the 
American people to sell abroad so long 
as we maintain a protective tariff in 
the interests of our own industries.” 
Facts and figures respecting our export 
trade during all periods when our pro­ 
tective system was 
most 
adequately 
protective, demonstrate how* far wrong 
are the Cobdenites 
in 
this 
matter. 
While we give the highest and 
best 
measure of protection to our domestic 
industries, those Industries are better 
enabled to produce goods and 
wares 
cheaply, and are not only ready to 
supply the home 
m arket 
at 
lower 
prices, but are able to reach out and 
command markets in foreign lands. 
Advices which come to the state de­ 
partm ent show that the governments 
of Great Britain and Germany, which 
are the most active In promoting the 
export trade of their respective coun­ 
tries. 
have 
observed 
the 
excellent 


sills in sending to their home govern­ 
ment details of value to exporters in 
respect to the wants of consumers in 
a given country, the character of the 
goods best suited to the people of a 
given country, the facts and points of 
value as to packing, marking, tra n s­ 
portation, and other technical details 
that are of so much service to the home 
producers in preparing to enter a dis­ 
tant market with their goods. 
While 
it io doubtless true that there is much 
room for improvement in the Ameri­ 
can consular service, it Ik noteworthy 
that the work the United States repre­ 
sentatives are doing 
has 
challenged 
the attention of foreigners. 
This fact 
will tend to make 
our 
government 
more watchful and attentive to the af­ 
fairs of our consular agents and rep­ 
resentatives. This cannot fall to make 
for the good of the service, and in* 
crease the importance of the American 
nation abroad, and at the same time 
improve the facilities for extending our 
export trade In many lands. 
The German government Is not be­ 
hind in these matters. 
That govern­ 
ment is about to increase its consular 
force in several countries, and thou­ 
sands of dollars will he expended in 
this direction. 
The German govern­ 
ment will shortly send a number of 
agricultural experts to Its legation in 
Russia for the purpose of investigating 
the prospective Increased agricultural 
advantages In the Siberian region. New 
consular agencies will he established 
in a number of countries, and addition­ 
al agents and representatives will be 
sent by the Germans to the legations 
and consular offices In 
the 
United 
States. 
This activity by the Germans, 
and the indications of restlessness on 
the part of the British people, are a 
warning to the United States govern­ 
ment that there must be no relaxation 
of effort on our part to Improve the 
service of our consular agents and rep­ 
resentatives. 
This must be done 
on 
lines which will tend to give the best 
service in promoting trade and com­ 
merce. 
The American manufacturers 
are reaching out for markets. 
They 
should have every possible assistance 
consistent w*ith our form of 
govern­ 
ment and the duties of our officials 
abroad. 
1 his is a golden time for American 
manufacturers. 
Trade is good, prices 
and wages *ire Improving, and there 
is a steady increase in the foreign de­ 
mand for American products. All thb' 
under protection.

W hile so much a tten tio n is devoted 
at this time by the officials of the gov­ 
e r n m e n t in com m endation of the rapid 
strides of the export trade of the United 
States, n o t enough credit 
has 
been 
given to one branch of the federal se r­ 
vice which has contributed much 
to 
bring about the excellent results. 
T h a t 
there has been a m arked im provem ent 
In the consular service of the United 
States within the past two or three 
years is generally recognized, not only 
by observing Americans, but by rep re­ 
sentative foreigners, 
it is safe to say, 
from a careful analysis of 
the work 
done by the consular agents and repre­ 
sentatives of this gov ernm ent abroad 
d uring the past few years, th a t to no 
other one cause is due so much th a t is 
gratifying to the Am erican people in 
the g ro w th of their foreign trade. 
F o r m any years the exporters of this 
country were at the great disadvantage 
of supposing th a t no trade could bo 
worked up for the producers of this 
country in foreign m a rk e ts because, as 
was assumed, all foreign countries pro­ 
duce goods a t lower cost th a n do the 
people of this country. 
W hile this is 
tru e to some extent, and upon certain 
lines of goods Into which labor extends 
very largely, It has been show n within 
the p ast few years t h a t the m achinery 
m ethods of the producers and fabrica­ 
tors in th e United States have pro­ 
duced m a n y lines of goods which are 
not only m ade a t less cost, but are of a 
c h aracter t h a t cannot be readily imi- 


wor kings of th e United States consular 
service. 
R epeated a tten tio n Is called 
to the* valuable service, rendered 
by 
American rep resen tatives abroad 
In 
introducing an d aiding in m an y ways 
the extension of Am erican-m ade goods 
to foreign lands. 
Much valuable i n ­ 
form ation has come to the state d e p a r t­ 
m ent on this subject since the negotia­ 
tions were opened for reciprocal trade 
relations between the 
United 
States 
and foreign countries under the sec­ 
tions of the Dingley tariff. 
T he Ger­ 
man 
g o v e rn m e n t

Wount Rainier Now Stands as the Senti­ 


nel of the Most Beautiful Park. 


(Seattle, Wash., Letter.) 
Mount Rainier, the grandest moun- 
siin peak in America, is holding up its 
nassive, snow-capped head with added 
lignity. 
Its tremendous greatness has 
>een recognized by the congress of the 
Jnited States, and it now stands as the 
sentinel of the most beautiful natural 
yark in the world. 
On March 2 last President McKinley 
ipproved an act to set aside a certain 
portion of lands in the state of Washi­ 
ngton known a s the Pacific Coast Re- 
jerve, which future 
generations 
will 
:all the Mount Rainier National Park. 
\ great transcontinental railway com­ 
pany was forced to return to the g o v ­ 
ernment its title to many, many thou­ 
sands of acres of the eighteen square 
miles in the newly established park. 
The land s row und^r the jurisdiction 
)f the interior department, which will 
it once take steps to care for it so that 
:he people may fully enjoy the many 
idvantages that it offers. 
The improvement of transportation 
facilities, which is already being con­ 
sidered, will make the Mount Rainier 
National Park the Mecca for tourists 
from all parts of the world. 
It 
is 
now, with all its difficulties of ascent, 
.he goal for the world's famous moun­ 
tain climbers who have not yet reached 
ts summit. 
Scores of 
people 
have 
dlmbed its slippery sides over glacier 
;ce and snow, and many others will

in every direction. 
Below, to the east 
and south, lie the plains of Eastern

W ashington’s National Park is un­ 
doubtedly the peer of the famous Yel­ 
lowstone and other parks in this coun­ 
try. 
In fact, comparison is impossible, 
as there are no points of similarity 
between Yellowstone and Rainier. Yel­ 
lowstone is simply a grand beauty spot 
with a few hot-water fountains when 
compared with Rainier, its majestic 
scenery and boundless attractions for 
lovers of nature. 
Mount Rainier must be named with 
Fugiyam a, St. Elias, Ararat and Blanc. 
It is more like the mighty mountain 
of sunny J a p a n than the supreme peak 
of the snowy Alps. 
Unlike 
Mount 
Blanc, it is not merely the dominant 
peak of a chain of snow mountains; it 
is the only peak in view for hundreds 
of miles. 
Mount St. Helens and Mount 
Adams are similarly isolated and are 
many miles away to the soutn. Rainier 
rises from 7,000 to 8,000 feet above the 
surrounding 
mountains 
in 
majestic 
loneliness. 
It springs out of a valley 
of wondrous beauty 11.000 feet in seven 
miles. 
Eminent scientists and moun­ 
tain climbers the world over are ready 
to bear witness to its grandeur. 
The 
first view of the mountain to the new­ 
comer is awe inspiring. But its beauty 
is not confined to the huge peak alone. 
There are acres of meadow land run­ 
ning clear up to the snow line— verita­ 
ble llower banks—and in the summer 
season gorgeous with a brilliancy that 
can scarcely be described. 
There are wonderful glaciers, scarred 
with grim crevices of unknown depth. 
These are bordered with evergreen for­ 
ests, and they present a spectacle of 
wild beauty that is not equaled else­ 
where in the world. 
On the summit 
of the mountain is the crater of an ex­ 
tinct volcano, out of which jets 
of 
steam and boiling water are continual­ 
ly spouting, giving evidence of terrible 
and unknown things in the depths of 
the 
mighty pile of 
rock and snow'. 
There are many streams full of ice 
water dashing over rocks and preci­ 
pices into waterfalls and then finding 
their way down to the low lands until 
they become lost In the rivers that 
empty into Puget Sound. 
The greatest on the list of superla­ 
tive things that the mountain park 
affords,^however, is the 
magnificent 
view from^the summit. 
This summit 
consists of three peaks, the central and 
highest being Crater Peak, 
To the 
loutb is Peak Success and to the north 


or the Pyrenees, than the Carbon river 
glacier and the great Puyallup g la ­ 
ciers; indeed, the ice of the latter is 
unusually pure and the crevasses un­ 
usually fine. 
The combination of ice 
scenery with woodland scenery of the 
grandest type is to be found nowhere 
in the old world, unless it be in the 
H im alayas, and, so far as we know, 
nowhere else on the American conti­ 
nent.” 
There are several routes to the s u m ­ 
mit, but the only due that has ever 
proved practical is known as the P a r a ­ 
dise valley route. 
All of the more in­ 
teresting features of the great moun­ 
tain and the park that surrounds it ran 
be seen from this 
road and it will 
probably be the only one 
used this 
summer. 
The start 
under 
present arran ge­ 
ments is made by stage from Tacoma. 
For two days the prospective mountain 
climber travels 
rapidly over a good 
| road through one of the Washington 
forests of gigantic trees to Longmire 
I Springs. 
Timber line is then but six 
j miles away, over a plain trail. 
The 
distance can be covered by pack horses 
or by walking. 
Paradise Park, which is a place of 
beauty beyond 
description, has been 
named by untrained mountain climb­ 
ers. 
Here muscles are hardened by 
climbing over the snow fields and g la ­ 
ciers and one becomes generally a c ­ 
customed to the high altitude. 
Here 
also guides are to be obtained, for it is 
not safe to attempt the ascent without 
an experienced escort. 
That stra n g ­ 
ers have gone to the top of the moun­ 
tain and returned in safety is no proof 
that others can do the same. 
The ele­ 
ments at this high altitude are very 
uncertain and a storm Is likely to blow 
up at any time. 
Then the danger is 
very great for even those who know 
the mountain thoroughly. 
To any one except a hardy m oun­ 
taineer the ascent requires more than 
ordinary strength. 
This is especially 
true in the case of women, and none of 
the gentler sex should attempt 
the 
journey without at least a month’s 
training by taking long walks until 
twenty miles or more can be covered 
without fatigue. 
From Paradise Park the climb com ­ 
mences. 
Two full days are usually re­ 
quired for the ascent, although it has 
been made by small parties in much 
less time. 
Cam p should 
be broken 
very early in the morning, and with the

By several d a ys’ hard work her 
crew opened a way for the Gaspesia, 
and she reached St. Jo h n ’s nearly three 
months out. 
She was almost a wreck, 
and the crew and passengers were quite 
exhausted. 
It may he shorter by the 
new route, but the chances are that 
ordinary travelers will prefer the old, 
although Nansen might enjoy the trip 
as practice.

Eng;:sh politics than the position of a 
successful whip, says the London Spec­ 
tator. 
Ho is as completely unrecog­ 
nized by the constitution as the cab­ 
inet is and is usually paid either as 
“ patronage secretary to the treasury” 
or through some sinecure office, but he 
is, when efficient, one of the most im­ 
portant wheels in the political 
ma­ 
chine. 
He writes no reports; in' ex 
erci,ses no patronage of any moment: 
he is responsible for no measure, and 
he is rarely one of the speakers re­ 
lied on by the government. The pun 
lie seldom knows anything about him. 
and he is, as a rule, only criticised in 
the newspapers whin he has made a 
blunder; but he has more influence in 
shaping 
the internal policy 'of 
the 
country than any 
cabinet 
minister 
outside the two or three who really 
rule. 
He is the true “ power behind 
the throne,” a n d ,m a n y a project lias 
been baffled, many a grand programme 
drawn up. because a whip ha 
shaken 
his head or has urged that oil such and 
such a matter “ something 
must 
he 
done.” 
His business Is not merely, as 
the 
public imagines, to warn members of 
important divisions, and so keep the 
party together and enable business to 
get on, or even, as Sir William Hay- 
ter once defined it. to conciliate the 
real masters 
by 
persuasive 
words, 
small concessions, 
pleasant 
a rran g e ­ 
ments, or whispered promises of polit­ 
ical or social advancement. 
He per­ 
forms those functions, it is true, and is 
lucky If in performing them he do< s 
not become something of a cynic, at: cl 
doubtful of the perfectibility of h i 
man nature; but he has a higher f in •- 
tion than that. 
It is his buslut :< to 
gather up in 
intimate conversations 
the true sense of the house of com ­ 
mons, and especially of his own party 
in it, to understand why a prop 
il 
will not “ go down,” to detect the half- 
formulated wish of a majority, to pen­ 
etrate, in fact,to tiiat inner wall which 
so often controls the conscious will, 
and which is possessed not only lo 
most strong individuals, but by all 
great corporations. 
He 
confides 
his 
opinion to the cabinet, and especially 
to the premier, and unless the head of 
her m ajesty’s government is a man of 
very resolute and fnde endent ju d g ­ 
ment, or the cabinet po.;sessi.*s within 
itself a born whip, his report has 
u 
greater weight tnan almost any speech 
or even vote. 
The first contingency, 
which practically reduces the use of 
the whip to the smaller business of 
legislation, is not, however, so com ­ 
mon as one would expect, the strong 
premier being often aware that he is 
a little out of touch with the average 
members, and 
sometimes 
distrusting 
his 
own 
social 
knowledge. 
Both 
Hir 
Robert 
Peel 
and 
Lord 
John 
Russell are said to have felt a cer­ 
tain deficiency in this latter respect, 
akin, perhaps, to 
Lord 
Melbourne’s, 
who, man of the world as he was, 
could not comprehend why m< rnhers 
cared so much about the things they 
asked for. 
The second contingency is

Palmerston, for example, alw ays put 
in the cabinet, if be could, Mr, Ver­ 
non Smith, a man whom the public, 
and In a lesser degree the house, con­ 
sidered a well-dressed fribble.

good whip who can he trusted to know 
in a crisis what the majority think, 
what is wanted, possible or Impossible 
the house at this moment wants im­ 
possible, because contradictory, things

ous effects upon the course of events.

OUR NEW NATIONAL PARK. 


Mount Rainier Now Stands as the Senti 


nel of the Most Beautiful Park. 


(Seattle, Wash., Letter.) 
Mount Rainier, the grandest moun- 
ain peak in America, is holding up its 
nassive, snow-capped head with added 
lignity. 
Its tremendous greatness has 
>een recognized by the congress of the 
'Jolted States, and it now stands as the 
centinel of the most beautiful natural 
Dark in the world. 
On March 2 last President McKinley 
tpproved an act to set aside a certain 
portion of lands in the state of W ash­ 
ington known as the Pacific Coast Re- 
lerve, which future 
generations 
will 
rail the Mount Rainier National Park. 
V great transcontinental railway com­ 
pany was forced to return to the gov- 
•rnment its title to many, many thou­ 
sands of acres of the eighteen square 
miles in the newly established park. 
The land :1s now under the jurisdiction 
pf the interior department, which will 
it once take steps to care for it so that 
'.he people may fully enjoy the many 
idvantages that it offers. 
The improvement of transportation 
facilities, which is already being con­ 
sidered, will make the Mount Rainier 
National Park the Mecca for tourists 
from all parts of the world. 
It is

The billowing tops of 
successive mountain ranges stretch off 
in every direction. 
Below, to the east 
and south, lie the plains of Eastern 
■Washington and the Columbia river 
valley, a valley that is known at least 
by reputation to every person in the 
country. 
To the west and north are the tim ­ 
ber covered foothills of the Cascades 
and the Olympic mountains, the great 
coast range. 
Beyond these a light blue 
haze tells where the old Pacific rolls. 
Puget Sound lies between like a scroll 
of molten silver in its emerald setting 
of green forests of fir and cedar.

several directions, looking 
like tiny 
threads of white, the Puyallup, Carbon, 
Nisqually and Cowlitz rivers can be 
seen racing on to mingle their waters 
with the salt weaves of the sound.

The Gaspesia left Milford Haven 
on 
Jan. l l; she made the south coast of 
Newfoundland on the 19th, and entered 
the gulf on the 20th. She should have 
reached 
Paspebiac in one day. 
The 
trip actually took six. 
It was Feb. 7 
when she started out, with her return 


attempt the ascent within the next few 
months. 
W ashington’s National Park Is un­ 
doubtedly the peer of the famous Yel­ 
lowstone and other parks in this coun­ 
try. 
In fact, comparison is impossible, 
as there are no points of similarity 
between Yellowstone and Rainier. Yel­ 
lowstone is simply a grand beauty spot 
with a few hot-water fountains when 
compared with Rainier, its majestic 
scenery and boundless attractions for 
lovers of nature. 
Mount Rainier must be named with 
Fugiyama, St. Elias, Ararat and Blanc. 
It is more like the mighty mountain 
of sunny Japan than the supreme peak 
of the snowy Alps. 
Unlike 
Mount 
Blanc, it is not merely the dominant 
peak of a chain of snow mountains; it 
is the only peak in view for hundreds 
of miles. 
Mount St. Helens and Mount 
Adams are similarly isolated and are 
many miles away to the soutn. Rainier 
rises from 7,000 to 8,000 feet above the 
surrounding 
mountains 
in 
majestic 
loneliness. 
It springs out of a valley 
of wondrous beauty 11,000 feet in seven 
miles. 
Eminent scientists and moun­ 
tain climbers the world over are ready 
to bear witness to its grandeur. 
The 
first view of the mountain to the new­ 
comer is awe inspiring. But its beauty 
is not confined to the huge peak alone. 
There are acres of meadow land run­ 
ning clear up to the snow line—verita­ 
ble flower banks—and in the summer 
season gorgeous with a brilliancy that 
can scarcely be described. 
There are wonderful glaciers, scarred 
with grim crevices of unknown depth. 
These are bordered with evergreen for­ 
ests, and they present a spectacle of 
wild beauty that is not equaled else­ 
where in the world. 
On the summit 
of the mountain Is the crater of an ex­ 
tinct volcano, out of which jets of 
steam and boiling water are continual­ 
ly spouting, giving evidence of terrible 
and unknown things in the depths of 
the 
mighty pile of 
rock and snow. 
There are man:’ streams full of ice 
water dashing over rocks and preci­ 
pices into waterfalls and then finding 
their way down to the low lands until 
they become lost In the rivers that 
empty into Puget Sound. 
The greatest on the list of superla­ 
tive things that the mountain park 
affords, ^however, is the 
magnificent 
view from«the summit. This summit 
consists of three peaks, the central and 
highest being Crater Peak. 
To the 
south it Peak Success and to the north 


or the Pyrenees, than the Carbon river 
glacier and the great Puyallup gla­ 
ciers; indeed, the ice of the latter is 
unusually pure and the crevasses un­ 
usually fine. 
The combination of Ice 
scenery with woodland scenery of the 
grandest type is to be found nowhere 
In the old world, unless it be in the 
Himalayas, and, so far as we know, 
nowhere else on the American conti­ 
nent.’’ 
There are several routes to the sum­ 
mit, but the only <?ne that has ever 
proved practical is known as the Para­ 
dise valley route. 
All of the more in­ 
teresting features of the great moun­ 
tain and the park that surrounds it tan 
be seen from this 
road and it will 
probably be the only one 
used this 
summer. 
The start 
under present arrange­ 
ments is made by stage from Tahoma. 
For two days the prospective mountain 
climber travels 
rapidly over a good 
road through one of the Washington 
forests of gigantic trees to Longmire 
Springs. 
Timber line is then but six 
miles away, over a plain trail. 
The 
distance can be covered by pack horses 
or by walking. 
Paradise Park, which is a place of 
beauty beyond 
description, has been 
named by untrained mountain climb­ 
ers. 
Here muscles are hardened by 
climbing over the snow fields and gla­ 
ciers and one becomes generally ac­ 
customed to the high altitude. 
Here 
also guides are to be obtained, for it is 
not safe to attempt the ascent without 
an experienced escort. 
That strang­ 
ers have gone to the top of the moun­ 
tain and returned in safety is no proof 
that others can do the same. 
The ele­ 
ments at this high altitude are very 
uncertain and a storm is likely to blow 
up at any time. 
Then the danger is 
very great for even those who know 
the mountain thoroughly. 
To any one except a hardy moun­ 
taineer the ascent requires more than 
ordinary strength. 
This is especially 
true in the case of women, and none of 
the gentler sex should attempt 
the 
journey without at least a month’s 
training by taking long walks until 
twenty miles or more can be covered 
without fatigue. 
From Paradise Park the climb com­ 
mences. 
Two full days are usually re­ 
quired for the ascent, although it has 
been made by small parties in much 
less time. 
Camp should be broken 
very early in the morning, and with the 


cargo and three passengers, in the very 
worst weather of an unusually bitter 
winter. 
She was caught by the ice 
floes and held helpless.

The Kite likes 
ice; she was built to resist it. and car­ 
ries dynamite to blast her way through 
it. 
By several days’ hard work her 
crew opened a way for the Gaspesia, 
and she reached St. John’s nearly three 
months out. She was almost a wreck, 
and the crew and jxissengers were quite 
exhausted. 
It may he shorter by the 
new route, but the chances are that 
ordinary travelers will prefer the old, 
although Nansen might enjoy the trip 
as practice.

There is nothing more curious 
in 
English politics than the position of a 
successful whip, says the London Spec­ 
tator. 
He is as completely unrecog­ 
nized by the constitution as the cab­ 
inet is and is usually paid either as 
“patronage secretary to the treasury” 
or through some sinecure office, hut he 
is, when efficient, one of the most im­ 
portant wheels in the political ma­ 
chine. 
He writes no reports; he ex­ 
ercises no patronage of any moment; 
he is responsible for no measure, arid 
he is rarely one of the speakers re­ 
lied on by the government. The pub­ 
lic seldom knows anything about him. 
and he is, as a rule, only criticised in 
the newspapers when he has made a 
blunder; but he has more Influence in 
shaping the internal policy mf 
the 
country than any 
cabinet 
minister 
outside the two or three who really 
rule. 
He is the true “power behind 
the throne,” and jimmy a project has 
been baffled, many a grand programme 
drawn up, because a whip has shaken 
his head or has urged that on such and 
I such a matter “something 
must 
he 
done.” 
His business is not merely, as 
the 
public imagines, to warn members of 
important divisions, and so keep the 
party together and enable business to 
get on, or even, as Sir William Hay- 
ter once defined It, to conciliate tho 
real masters 
by 
persuasive 
words, 
small concessions, 
pleasant arrange­ 
ments, or whispered promises of polit­ 
ical or social advancement. 
He per­ 
forms those functions, it is true, and Is 
lucky if in performing them he does 
not become something of a cynic, aud 
doubtful of the perfectibility of h i- 
man nature; but he has a higher func­ 
tion than that. 
It is h in business to 
gather up in 
intimate conversations 
the true sense of the house of com­ 
mons. and especially of his own party 
in it, to understand why a propjs.il 
will not “go down," to detect the half- 
formulated wish of a majority, to pen­ 
etrate, in fact,to taat Inner wall which 
sr) often controls the conscious will, 
and which is possessed not only by 
most strong individuals, but by all 
great corporations. 
He 
confides 
his 
opinion to the cabinet, and especially 
to the premier, and unless the head of 
her majesty’s government is a man of 
very resolute and Independent judg­ 
ment, or the cabinet possesses within 
Itself a born whip, his report has 
a 
greater weight tnan almost any speech 
or even vote. 
The first contingency, 
which practically reduces the use of 
the whip to the .smaller business of 
legislation, is not, however, so com­ 
mon as one would expect, the strong 
premier being often aware that he is 
a little out of touch with the average 
members, and 
sometimes distrusting 
his 
own 
social 
knowledge. 
Both 
Sir 
Robert 
Peel 
and 
Lord 
John 
Russell are said to have felt n cer­ 
tain deficiency in this latter respect, 
akin, perhaps, to 
Lord 
Melbourne’s, 
who, man of the world as he was. 
could not comprehend why members 
cared so much about the things they 
asked for. 
The second contingency is 
less frequent, 
but 
it 
occurs. 
Lord 
Palmerston, for example, always put 
in the cabinet, if he could, Mr. Ver­ 
non Smith, a man whom the public, 
and in a lesser degree the house, con­ 
sidered a well-dressed fribble. 
He was 
not a fribble, by any means, but a 
cool-headed, observant man of 
the 
world, v. Uh a weak will, but possessed 
of a power which Lord 
Palmerston, 
who understood men, had early de­ 
tected. 
He had some faculty in him, 
probably based on sympathy with the 
average political mind, which enabled 
him to tell almost unerringly what 
the house of commons was thinking 
and would think, and his chief trusted, 
and, after his manner, nobly repaid, 
his friend’s acumen. 
In the absence 
of such a man within the cabinet, 
a 
good whip who can be trusted to know 
in a crisis what the majority think, 
what is wanted, possible or impossible 
- the house at this moment wants im­ 
possible, because contradictory, things 
in China 
is Invaluable, aud wields a 
secret authority which has often serl
